from hiſtorical evidence only; much leis does it conſiſt 
in forced ſpeculations, or the uncertain concluſions of 
human reaſon ; but is of higher extraction, wen the gf!

A bold affertion this, that faith alone 1s 


unequal to juſtification, for one who profeſ- 


ſeth himſelf a miniſter of the church of Eng- 


land, and who has folemnly ſubſcribed to- 
the 11th article of that church, which affirms 


that we are juſtified BY FAITH ONLY. But 
the aſſertion is much bolder againft St. James, 


who is charged with inſiſting on the neceſſity 


of good works as conditions of juſtification, 


which he infifts on as the fruits, evidences, 


and teſtimonials of lively faith, Sheww me thy 


faith by thy works. Faith without works 15 
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dead. So that the juſtification'mentioned by 
that apoſtle muſt mean a declarative juſtifica - 
| tion, as is very evident from the caſe of A- 
| braham there cited, who is expreſly ſaid by 
5 St. Paul (Rom, iii.) to be juſtified by faith, 
many years before he wrought thoſe works 
mentioned by St. James. x But Mr. Vice 
Principal affirms, that this interpretation is 
given by ſuch as do not like this epiſtle of St. 
James. Whether this malicious ſneer be le- 
velled at our pious reformers, I will not take 
upon me todetermine; but that this is expreſly. 
the ſenſe in which they underſtood the juſti- 
fication ſpoke of by St. James is plain beyond 
_ diſpute, where quoting the very chapter in 


Jo illuſtrate this by a familiar example.-In a court 
of judicature, the only way of knowing whether a perſon | 
be innocent or guilty, is by 9 e evidences, tho! 
theſe evidences do not contribute either to his guilt or 
Innocence, but are the vouchers of the one or the other, 
by which a verdi& muſt be given and ſentence paſſed. — 
So it is in the preſent caſe. Juſtification is a forenſic 
term. Man is the priſoner arraighed, and tho? .works | 
have no more hand in his juſtificatiqn, than witneſſes at 
a trial have in conſtituting the perſon, tried, either guilty 
or not guilty, yet are they the beſt. evidences and vouchers 
to prove him in a juſtified ſtate. If it be objected 
that we cannot tell whether theſe works proceed from an 
heart renewed by grace, and whether they are the fruits 
of juſtifying faith or not. 1 anſwer though we can na 
more know this than we can know whether the evidences 
in a court of juſtice ſpeak in truth and ſincerity or not, 
and though many perſons who are very religious in their 
own eyes and the eyes of the world may nevertheleſs be 
deceiving their own ſouls, yet wherever there ſeems to be 
a ſingle deſire of pleaſing God in the heart, and a total 
change of life and converſation, we are as much in charity. 
bound to judge on the favourable ſide as we are to believe 
that the witneſſes at a trial do ſpeak the truth and nothing 


but the truth,

queſtion (Jam. ii.) they fay; Deeds and mur ts 
muſt be an open teſtimoni of Faith.

We 
ſee then that our church in erkect harmony

Mr. Allen's fine harangue about an ab/elute and
